Good afternoon Ms. Bannan, 

Thank you for your follow-up to the subject request. I can only continue to apologize for any inconvenience this may 
cause your organization. 

The processing days I provided are only an average number of days for Treasury to process a request, not a promise 
date. Some requests, such as your request, takes longer to process. Your request is currently #409 in our processing 
queue, which means 408 requesters submitted their requests first and is currently being processed ahead of yours. I 
explained this in my email to your earlier regarding Treasury’s First-in, First-out processing queue. 

At the time of your conversation with Mr. Jenkins, he was working your case exclusively. Since that time Treasury has 
experienced a turnover. With four available analysts processing over 1,000 cases, we are working diligently to not only 
provide you with a response but other requesters as well. 

The 2016 FOIA Improvement Act require agencies to ensure requesters are aware that they have the right to contact the 
agency’s FOIA Public Liaison to seek assistance and, in the case of an adverse determination, the right to appeal within a 
period of time “that is not less than 90 days after the date of such adverse determination,” and the right to seek dispute 
resolution services from the FOIA Public Liaison of the agency or the Office of Government Information Services.

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Good Morning Ms. Bannan, 

I apologize I didn't respond sooner to your inquiry. I've reviewed our case file regarding your request to include the 
correspondence conversation with Steven Jenkins. Our office is still reviewing the documents provided to us by the 
program offices. We are still determining the responsiveness of the information and eliminating any duplication. 

Please keep in mind, Treasury Departmental Offices processes FOIA requests in a multi-track system, which identifies a 
request as simple or complex, and process each request on a first-in, first-out basis. Your request is considered complex 
and is currently #434 in our processing queue.
